for a period of three (3) years from 13 October 1991 on the terms
and subject to the conditions as set out in the said Agreement.

4.  Eckert International in addition hereby undertake and agree
with the Government of Fiji that they will be all times during the
continuation in force of the Agreement, as now renewed, observe and
perform the terms and conditions set out thereunder and in
particular;
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(a) will use their best endeavors to promote the political,
economic and cultural objectives of the Government of Fiji in the
United States of America and work diligently towards there ends.

(b) will in all matters act loyally and faithfully to the
Government of Fiji.

(c) will not engage or be interested either directly or
indirectly as any agent or employee of any Government whose
interest may come into conflict with the interests of the Government
of Fiji in its dealing with the United States of America.
